What Will He Write? 


GEORGIE WALLACE, ERNEST

ELL LOST ON BAY WHILE HUNT- 
A; WERE NEARLY EXHAUSTED 


ONE KILLED, FOUR INJURED WHEN 
STAGE SKIDS AND BLUNGES 
OVER 40-FOOT BANK; WERE ON 
WAY TO WORK AT HUNTER’S l’T. 


Clarence Mitchell, Georgie Wallace, 
and Ernest Murat, three boys of this 
city, all about 12 years of age, had a 
narrow escape from death in the bay 
Tuesday when they became lost in the 
fog and nearly perished from cold be¬ 
fore being found . 

The three boys took a small rowboat 
at about 2 o’clock in the afternoon to 
go duck hunting. The boat had but 
one pair of oars, which were handled 
by young Mitchell. Later in the after¬ 
noon the boys lost their sense of 
direction in the heavy fog that settled 
over the water and rowed about aim¬ 
lessly for some time until finally the 
receding tide left them stuck On a 
mud bank off Fuller’s point, known 
as one of the most treacherous places 
in the bay. The boys rolled up their 
trousers and tried vainly to pusli their 
boat oft' the mud until they became 
thoroughly chilled. 

In the meantime they had been 
missed from home, and about twenty 
^persons organized search parties 
looking for them. Their absence was 
announced in the local theater and 
created considerable sensation. When 
It was learned they had been last seen 
starting out for a row, boats were 
launched by the searchers. By a 
happy circumstance the fog lifted for 
a few minutes at about 11 o’clmock at 
night when searchers were passing 
near, and the exhausted and nearly 
frozen boys were discovered. Another 
hour or two would probably have been 
fatal to all three. 

Georgie Wallace is the son of Mrs. 
G. Wallace of the Veranda Hotel. The 
Mitchell boy is the son of Charles 
Mitchell, an employee of the Western 
Meat Company. 


One man was killed and four were 
injured seriously early Thursday 
when a jitney bus carrying five ship¬ 
yard workers from the Schaw- 
Batcher plant in South San Francisco 
to the Hunter’s Point drydock, 
swerved after Hitting a hawser lying 
on the upper edge of the dock and 
plunged forty feet below. The driver 
jumped before the fall.

Parker and Mintus were removed to 
the Mission Emergency Hospital and 
the other two wore taken to the Po- 
trero Hospital for treatment. 

The men were on their way to work 
on the new steamer West Kador, 
which is at the drydock. The jitney 
bus was driven by Varsil Hammond 
of 655 Twenty-fourth avenue. Ac¬ 
cording to the story told the local 
police by Hammond, he was driving 
along near the dock, ubout thirty feet 
from the edge. He did not observe a 
loose hawser, lying as a headline 
from the vessel. The machine skiddod 
after hitting the lmwser, and, seeing 
that his only hopo for safety was in 
jumping, he leaped from tho car. 

A few seconds after he jumped, tho 
automobile plunged over the side of 
tlie dock. The occupants were crushed 
beneath the car. 

Mottram was almost instantly 
killed. His body was taken to the 
morgue, pending a coroner’s investi¬ 
gation of the accident.

Startling Series of Thefts; 

Say Inspired by Movies. 


Four Persons Prominent in Peninsula 
Society Among Those Hurt in

TRUSTEES HOLD 


To inspiration received from mo¬ 
tion pictures two San Mateo boys, 
now under arrest, lay the responsi¬ 
bility for their embarking on careers 
of crime. The lads, one 11 years of 
age, the other 12, have confessed to a 
startling series of robberies in San 
Mateo, the last being the home of An¬ 
gelo Parata la u t Saturday, where they 
secured two watches and $32 in cur¬ 
rency. For this robbery they were 
arrested by San Mateo officers and 
later confessed to their other esca¬ 
pades. Among the burglaries they 
have committed are the Peninsula 
Meat Company’s market, which was 
broken into November 16th and $46 
taken, and the manual training build¬ 
ing on the Central school grounds, 
where tools and equipment were 
stolen. The two admitted to Chief of 
Police Burke they had planned to rob 
Buchmann’s grocery about two weeks 
ago, but were prevented from doing 
so by the appearance of Policeman 
Ed Kllma. 

The two lads, who live with their 
parents in San Mateo, told the officers

PLEA TO GUILTY AND RECEIVE 
LIFE TERM IN PENITENTIARY 
AT SAN QUENTIN. 


Work on the fourteenth decennial 
census will start January 2d. In this 
city two appointments have been 
made for census enumerators, J. 
Branan, who will handle district 1, 
which takes in that part of the city 
west of Spruce, and Mary De Vita, 
who will handle district 2, which is 
the part of the town between Spruce 
on the west and Cypress and Linden 
on the east. That part of the city 
between Linden and Cypress is in¬ 
cluded in district 3, for which the 
enumerator has not yet been named. 
The three will work under Super¬ 
visor of Census Arthur A. Horton, 
who has charge of the seventh state 
census district, which Includes sev¬ 
eral counties. 


Gordon Tescher, Lawrence Mc¬ 
Carthy, and John Helm, the three 18- 
and 19-year-old boys who were ar¬ 
rested recently in Ogden, Utah, and 
brought to this county to answer to 
the charge of having murdered M. J. 
Needham at Baden in the latter part 
of October, will spend the rest of 
their days in the penitentiary, accord¬ 
ing to sentence passed on them by 
Judge G. H. Buck in the superior 
court at Redwood City Tuesday.

Parrott attempted to avoid the on¬ 
coming car, but was unable to do so, 
and the careening auto hit Parrott’s 
machine a slanting blow, forcing it 
into the ditch, throwing Parrott to 
4ha ground, breaking his arm, and 
cutting his wife’s face with flying 
glass. The speeding car then turned 
on its side and skidded along some 
distance, while Moody’s car, unable to 
turn aside, plowed through the top of 
the upset machine. 

Nilsen was found under the wreck¬ 
age of the two cars. Scheltz, Wolff, 
and Hansen were picked up about 
twenty feet from the accident. All 
but Hansen were unconscious. Dan 
Lagan of San Francisco took Nilsen 
to the Mission Emergency Hospital. 


In the case of Andrea Ochella vs. 
Pietro Barateri, tried in Judge W. J. 
Smith’s court last week, judgment was 
given the defendant (Barateri) late 
Friday. Ochella brought suit to col¬ 
lect $200 alleged due him in wages. 
Barateri was defended by J. W. Cole- 
berd, Ochella being represented by J.

COUNTY FUNDS WILL 

DRAW BIG INTEREST 

A million and three-quarters of idle 
money, mostly the proceeds of a bond 
issue, has been invested by Imperial 
county in United States certificates of 
indebtedness, which will net the 
county $72,000 a year or $6000 a 
month as long as the money is left in 
the certificates. Owing to a California 
statute providing that no bank shall 
receive public funds to an amount in 
excess of 50 per cent of its capital 
and surplus, the money has been lying 
idle. 

Imperial county’s innovation will, 
no doubt, be adopted by many other 
counties and school districts through¬ 
out the Twelfth Federal Reserve dis¬ 
trict which have county and district 
funds lying idle because small banks 
in outlying counties are unable to re¬ 
ceive for deposit proceeds from bond 
issues. Even many of the biggest 
banks are compelled to refuse public 
deposits because they have already 
reached the limit provided by law.
